Anent Deafness 

Hy Thomas F. Fox

Another angle of the false informa- 
tion current on deafness may be traced 
ne oi the special schools for the 
instruction of the deaf. Some of I he 
people connected with these Schools, 

themselves not students of science not 
perfectly familiar with the causes and 

deafness, are loo liable to 
talk volubly for publication on a 
subject which they do not thoroughly 

I understand. The consequences are that 

inventors of devices may be misled by 

the glowing enthusiasm of teachers 
who may do Well enough in Ihe i I 
room work but have none, or a very 
hazy idea, of tht essentials Of sound- 
vibrations and their relation to deal 
neSS. 'Teachers and others connected 
with schools are too frequently directly 

responsible for the broadcasting of 

misleading claims, ere devices have 

been thoroughly tested and tncontest 

ably demonstrated as being of real 
value. H would appear that the deaf 
are already sufficiently handicapped 

without having teachers, invenlors of 
devices, and divine "healers" pro- 

dut ing falsehoods with respect to 

giving hearing lo the deal. These 
schools for the deaf are properly 
places for their education, and train- 
ing; they should not be turned into 
experimental stations for advertising 

devit es foi restoring hearing, it is a 
fad that some instruments, when they 

have been proven lo be benefit ial, re- 
Ceive the approbation due them, and 

are used to more or less advantage as 

aids In speech instruction. The main 
point of education, however, should 

not be overlooked, and no extended 

ii ild be allowed to any one 

who desires lo have his hearing device 
tested on the pupils to an extent that 

interferes with the more serious pur- 
pose of a school the education and 

(raining of the deaf children plated in 
Its tare. The need of caul ion against 
Indiscriminate experimenting with 

ing devit es on the ears of deaf 

children is manifest when it is consid- 
ered the great number of appliai 
that are constantly being offered as 

"aids" Iii and even as "t me " fbl tleaf- 

Sonie of these probably 
beiieliti.il and, il so, will speedily 
show then efficiency, others cannot be

Il has been asserted that 
"with it subjects that have been un- 
able to hear in the natural way show 
Perfect reception," a ridiculous state 
ment, to say the least. Inquiries 
among both deaf and partly deaf 
people who have ratlins in their homes 
that they obtain a great ileal 
of enjoyment out of its use. The 
haul of hearing enjoy the music and 
can put on an eai phone and enjoy a 
great ileal of the music; but such 
cases have some degree of hearing, 
and though they enjoy the music, the 

reception is tar from perfect. They 
can distinguish between male and 

female voices, but Cannot plainly make 
out spoken words. Many really deaf 
people obtain Ihe vibrations from 
powerful radio sets, but are not afford- 
ed perfect reception. 

One most valuable virtue with 
which deaf graduates of their resident- 
ial schools become imbued is a realiza- 
tion of deafness and accepting it as a 

fati They thus escape the spiritual 
poison of discontent and self-pity, 

which are more to be feared than 
mahy of Ihe diseases lo which human 
nature is liable. They are content in 

oiling their infirmity in meeting 
unflinchingly ordinary obstacles in the 

nance of their part as useful 

citizens in the communities of which 

they are a part.
